The Pioneer of Santa Rosa Quietly 
Passes Away—Escape of a 
Northern Mail Robber.

COURT COMMISSIONERS. 
Proceedings to Declare that They are 
Exercising Illegal Power. 
San Francisco, October 31st.—The pro­ 
ceedings instituted by attorney Ben Mor­ 
gan to declare that the Supreme Court Com­ 
missioners are exercising illegal powers iu 
deciding Supreme Court cases, and that the 
Legislative Acts creating such office are un­ 
constitutional, came up for hearing to-day 
before Judge Wullace, Mr. Morgan appear­ 
ing as attorney for the people, and Messrs. 
YVtlson and Garber on behalf of the Com­ 
missioners. 
Justice Thornton and Commissioner 
Hayne were called as witnesses to show 
the Court the duties performed by the Com­ 
missioners. It was shown that the Com­ 
missioners review briefs in cases, write 
their conclusions and reasons therefor, 
which are handed up to the Supreme 
Judges, who do not review the briefs, but 
affirm or reject the recommendations of 
the Commissioners, and if accepted indorse 
the same as the opinion and decision of the 
Court. 
Mr. Morgan contends, on behalf of the 
people, that the Constitution limits the 
number of Judges of the Supreme Court 
and designates their duties, and that the 
Act of the Legislature providing for Court 
Commissioners to aid and assist the Judges 
in the performance of their duties is un­ 
constitutional, aud, therefore, void. 
On the other hand, it is contended by 
Messrs. Wilson and Garber that it is an in­ 
herent power of all Courts to call to their 
aid assistauce from outside and to adopt 
opinions so received as their own if they 
so see tit. 
RECKLESS SHOOTING. 
The H ighbinders Are W orse than the 
Clan-na-Gael. 
San F rancisco, October 31st.—Chinese 
highbinders have no fear of committing 
murder in daylight. About 1 o’clock this 
afternoon four Chinamen were taken into 
custody aud lodged in the city prison, 
pending an investigation of the shooting 
that took place a short time before in 
Chinatown. Yesterday, in Judge Shafter’s 
Court, Ng Yuen was convicted of murder, 
and will be sentenced in a few days. Dur­ 
ing the progress of the trial one of the 
prisoner’s countrymen was an important 
witness for the prosecution, and he helped 
to bring Ng Y'ueu to justice. This will 
probably cost him his life at some future 
day, and he had a very narrow escape this 
noon while passing along Washington 
street, near Waverly Place. 
Six friends of Ng Yuen laid in wait for 
the unfortunate witness, and when he was 
opposite them they opened tire with re­ 
volvers. The assassins tired five shots, but 
none of them hit him, although two of the 
bullets went through his hat. The terrified 
man ran along the street and dodged be­ 
hind some boxes, aud remained there. As 
the police were at once on the scene they 
caught four of the Chinamen, but the other 
two got away. One of the bullets from the 
pistols struck a Chinaman in the arm, but 
the wound was not serious. No charges 
have been placed on the books against the 
four men yet, as the police are working on 
the case, and will probably arrest the other 
two men this afternoon. 


NEVADA COUNTY’. 
M iner Caved Upon and K illed—Guilty of 
. 
M urder in the Second Degree. 
N evada City, October 31st.—Ed. E. Hus­ 
sey, aged tweDty-four. was killed in a cave 
in Feeley’s drift-niine at You Bet this 
morning. His body was dug out of the 
cave at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
After being out four hours the jury re­ 
turned a verdict finding David Steele guilty 
of murder in the second degree, and recom­ 
mending him to the mercy of the Court. 
Last August, at Washington, Steele shot 
Peter Chappel, afterwards claiming it to be 
an accident. Both were miners, and the 
trouble arose about a woman of bad re­ 
pute. 
Steele stands six feet four in bis stocking 
feet, and always heretofore bore a good rep­ 
utation. He has operated extensively as a 
prospector in this State and Utah. 


PLUNDER CAPTURED. 
A Mail Robber R elieved to he M ortally 
W ounded. 
W eavzrville, October 31st.—Walter 
Flynn was brought in this evening by Con­ 
stable Leas, and held by Justice Mylott as 
an accomplice in the robbery of mail car­ 
rier Gray, August 6th. The bullion and 
money was found in his possession. Erick­ 
son confessed, and while digging up the 
buried mail knocked ¡the officer down and 
endeavored to escape, but the officer recov­ 
ered sufficiently to fire three shots at Erick­ 
son as he was disappearing in the darkness. 
He is suppcBed to be mortally wounded. 
Ail the plunder is in the possession of the 
Sheriff.

McCoy weighed 152 pounds, and was, 
backed by Denny Keliiher and Tom Sav­ 
age. Unffe weighed 154 pounds, and was 
seconded by Jack Sullivan aod Joe Soto. 
Charles Schroder acted as referee. 
Both men were in prime condition. 
Time was called at 9:45 p. m. 
The first round started in with fierce 
fighting, each man vigorously determined. 
McCoy !ed bnt his reach fell short, and be­ 
fore he coaid recover be received several 
stinging blows on the neck.

ANOTHER PIONEER GONE. 
The Founder of Santa Rosa Has Joined 
the Silent M ajority. 
Santa R osa, October 3tst.—Jnlio Carillo, 
a Mexican, and founder of Santa Ross, 
died of asthma yesterday afternoon, at the 
age of 63. His mother, with a large fam- 
ilv of children, moved to this section in 
1836. Governor Cas’ro gave Julio s mother 
a patent to a grant known as Cabeza de 
Santa Rosa, containing about 5,000 acres, 


part of which is now covered by Santa 
Rosa. 
He was taken prisoner June 14, 1846, by 
the Bear Flag party, witn General Vallejo, 
and imprisoned at Sacramento. Carillo let 
his pronerty slip from his fingers and died 
a poor man. He was very liberal and gave 
lavishly to religious, educational and pub­ 
lic institutions. The present site of the 
new Court-house was given by him to the 
county. 
He was a charter member cf the Masonic 
Order and of the Fire Company, and an 
honorary member of the Native Sons. 


SAN FRANCISCO HRIEFS. 
A Plucky M other-in-Law — The Palace 
H otel M anagem ent. 
San F rancisco, October 31st.—The real 
estate sales during October amount to 
$3.100,000. 
Two years ago John Pajaro ran away 
with Mary Quant, then living in Vallejo. 
They came to this city and were married. 
After a while he deserted her and her babe. 
The mother found out that her daughter 
and children were in extreme poverty, and 
came here for her daughter and took her 
home to Vallejo. To-day Mrs. Quant, with 
her daughter, came to this city to institute 
legal proceedings. Pajaro learned they 
were stopping at the California House, on 
Montgomery avenue, and went with the 
avowed intention of killing the mother 
and child. Mrs. Quant opposed his seeing 
his wife and child, when he struck her. 
She picked up a cuspidor and threw it at 
him and struck him o.j the forehead. He 
was taken to the hospital and found to 
have a fracture of the frontal bone. 
Mr. Thorn this evening assumed the 
management of the Palace Hotel.

Suicide by Drowning. 
San J uan South, October 31st.—The body 
of W. G. Hubbard was found in the Pajaro 
river between this town aud Sargent’s Sta­ 
tion to-day, in a decomposed condition. 
His coat and hat were on the bank, which 
denotes suicide. Deceased was a prominent 
wagonmaker here from 1852 to 1871, when 
he moved to Anaheim, Los Angeles county, 
where his family are at present residing. 
He returned here three weeks ago in a 
despondent state.

INHUMAN TREATMENT. 


A' New Y’ork Physician W ho Appears to 
H ave H ad a Rough Experience. 
N ew York. October 31st.—There is a 
story most strange and startling soon to be 
told in a Brooklyn Court. A physician, 
who ntada a fortune of half a million in a 
New York practice of twenty years, and 
who married a beautiful young woman 
many his junior, will tell it. 
Dr. Mason, of No. 128 West One H un­ 
dred and Twenty-seventh street, married a 
daughter of the late General Heath, of 
Brooklyn. Miss Heath’s father was an ex- 
Assemhlyman, and at one time had wealth. 
His daughter was beautiful, and she had 
been educated in Italy, and on December 
22, 1883, she introduced into the Mason 
mansion a handsome- Italian, whom she 
declared to be a high Italian official. Sal­ 
vator Fallini, the Italian, and a friend ac­ 
companied her to the iheateis. 
Believing that a change of scene would 
benefit him, D- Mason decided to go to his 
country residence, at Tenafiy, N. J., and 
soon after the doctor learned that his wife 
was unfaithful to him, and she.it is al­ 
leged, made a confession of her guilt, but 
shortly afterwards taking her two children, 
Walter and Lily, with her, eloped with 
Salvator Fallini. They landed at Naples 
and proceeded to Palermo, and during the 
litter part of 1886 Mrs. Mason and her 
c rnpat.ion were traveling Ibrongh France. 
Dr. Mason in his statement declares that 
it is charged that in a fit of mad jealousy 
his wife shot and killed her com­ 
panion. She i*étnrned to New York under 
the name of Williams, met her husband, 
told him all, said she bad repented and 
begged his forgiveness. It was granted. 
The doctor then accompanied his wife to 
Italy to bring back his children. She got 
possession of all his money, and finally, 
under the preteDse of going to Genoa, took 
him to Milan, when he was seizsd by per­ 
sons employed for the purpose aud put into 
an insane asylum. Some months later he 
was released and returned to this country, 
aud now brings the suit asking to be law­ 
fully separated from the wife who has 
treated him in such an unwomanly m an­ 
ner.

MONTANA ELECTION. 
A Legal Squabble Over the Returns for 
Silver Bow County. 
B utte (Mont.). October 31st.—Judge De- 
wolfe to-dav rendered a decision in the 
mandamus case of the Territory of Mon­ 
tana ex General McPhatton vs. William 
Jack et al., Board of Canvassers of Silver 
Bow county. In a long and carefully writ­ 
ten opinion, he decided that the answer of 
respondents was not sufficient to justify 
the refusal of the Board of Canvassers to 
obey the alternative writ heretofore issued 
and ordered peremptory writs of man­ 
damus to issue to William Jack, W. E. 
Hall 8nd C. E. Curne, commanding them 
to make an abstract of the votes cast for 
the relator, as directed in the alternative 
writ. 
Counsel for respondents filed exceptions 
and a notice of appeal. 
The returns of the county were imme­ 
diately forwarded on a special train to 
Helena by a messenger, the State Canvass­ 
ing Board being in session there to-day. 
In the afternoon the counsel on both 
sides argued the right of appeal of the re­ 
spondents, and, if allowed, whether it will 
operate as a stay of proceedings. A decis­ 
ion will be given to-morrow morning. 
A Test Tor Tea. 
A Russian analyst gives the following as 
a test by which tea can be proved to he 
genuine or not. Take a pinch of tea in a 
glass, pour upon it a little cold water and 
shake it well. Pure tea will only slightly 
color the water, while a strong infusion is 
quickly got from the adulterated or painted 
leaf. Now boil both sorts separately, and 
let them stand until cool, and the differ­ 
ence between them will be most marked. 
The false- tea will become stronger after a 
long stan .¡ng, but will remain transparent, 
whereas pure tea will become muddy or 
milky. This last appearance arises from 
the tannic acid, which is a natural prop­ 
erty in pure tea, but which in artificial tea 
is entirely absent.

CROOK ON ARMY DESERTIONS. 


The Guns o f the Vesuvius—Report 
on the Charleston—Arrested 
for Stealing Stamps. 
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NEW MEXICO. 
Annual Report of the Condition of the 
Territory—Stock liaising. 
W ashington, October 31st.—The annual 
report of L. Bradford Prince, Governor of 
New Mexico, is made public to-day. The 
Governor devotes much space to the sub­ 
ject of land titles, and shows the weakness 
of the law of 1854, which allowed persons 
having private laud claims to present them 
before the Surveyor General for adjudica­ 
tion. Unfortunately this law placed no 
limitation on the time in which claims 
could be filed, and but 163 have been pre­ 
sented in thirty-five years. The Governor 
advises a law limiting the time of filing 
claims, and the establishment of a tribunal, 
unconnected with another Court, for the 
adjudication ot the claims presented. 
On the subject of Statehood the Gov­ 
ernor grows emphatic. He goes over the 
history of the whole matter and then dem­ 
onstrates Vhat the argument submitted by 
the enemies of admission of the Territory, 
that illiteracy ¡3 too great now, is without 
foundation. Matters have greatly changed 
of late years, end with the growth of edu­ 
cational facilities the proportion of illiterate 
persons is greatly reduced. He admits 
that there are about 10,000 Pueblo Indians 
íd the population of the Territory, but they 
cannot vote, although they would prove a 
very respectable addition to the body poli­ 
tic if they could. 
The population of the Territory is fixed 
at about 196,000. The Governor lliinks the 
population of 204.000, fixed by the Ter­ 
ritorial Board of Immigration, is too high. 
The report estimates the assessed valua­ 
tion of the property of the Territory at 
$45,690,723. lite valuation of cattle has 
been reduced, however, from $10 and $12 
the last year per head to $7 and $8 this 
year. As there are about one million head 
of cattle in the Territory, valuation is 
therefore reduced. 
The entries of land during the year in 
the Territory numbered 1,042, involving 
283,537 acres. 
Railroad building in the Territory is al­ 
most at a standstill. The Kansas City, 
El Paso and Mexican was partly built this 
year. The road is to run from El Paso to 
White Oaks; thence by way ot Texas and 
Indian Territory to Kansas. 
The question of irrigation is discussed at 
length and Government aid asked. The 
work of the Pecas irrigation aDd Invest­ 
ment Company in building two canals, one 
forty and the otner fifty miles loog, is de­ 
scribed. 
Cattle raising in the Territory has been 
greatly depressed by reason of the Eastern 
low price. Still there was a slight increase 
in the number of cattle. 
The number of 
horses in the Territory has decreased about 
one thousand two hundred during the 
year. Shecp-owners have meet with some 
severe losses the past winter or two, but are 
recovering, and the high price of wool is 
encouraging them. 
Under the head of mining, the Governor 
says that persons interested are desirous 
that the high price of mining patents should 
he reduced. 
INDIAN SCHOOLS. 
Com m issioner M organ’s Plans for the 
Education of Lo’s Children. 
W ashington, October 31st.—Commis­ 
sioner of Indian A flairs Morgan has elab­ 
orated a system of educition designed to 
reach all the Indian youths of school age 
under the control of the Indian Bureau. It 
¡3 practically ihe American public school 
system adapted to the special requirements 
of the Indians. 
It is to be non-partisan and non-sectarian. 
The industrial feature is to receive special 
prominence. The “outing system,” by 
which the pupils are placed in white fam­ 
ilies and attend the public schools, has 
been encouraged wherever practicable. It 
is proposed to develop a full high school 
course in at least three Indian schools at 
Carlisle, Haskell ana Cheyenne, and iu 
others as last as needed. These high schools 
are to take rank in the equipment and 
character of the work done with similar 
institutions for white people. 
The scheme contemplates the organiza­ 
tion of perhaps twenty-five grammar 
schools, fif-y primary or home schools, and 
enough day and camp schools to reach all 
who cannot be brought to the boarding 
schools. 
CoDgress will be asked to make a suffi­ 
cient appropriation to enable ihe Indian 
Office at an early day to bring every Indian 
youth of school age that can be reached 
under the proper instruction. 


PRINTING CURRENCY. 
W ork of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing for One Year. 
W ashington, October 31st —The anmial 
report of the chief of the Burean of En­ 
graving and Printing shows that during 
the fiscal year ending Jane 30th last there 
were completed and delivered 201,311 sheets 
of United States notes, gold and silver cer­ 
tificates, bonds and national bank notes, 
with a face value of $615,788,850; 28 954.055 
sheets of internal revenue and customs 
stamps, containing 758,603,390 stamps of 
miscellaneous work, such ns drafts, checks, 
certificates, licenses, etc., 10,503,733 sheets, 
besides a iarge amount of sundry other 
work for the various departments of the 
Government. The appropriations for the 
bureau were $874,450, and the expenses 
$932,577 78. leaving an unexpended balance 
of $41,872 22. The number of employes 
averaged about 918. 
The present Chief, Meredith, did not 
take charge until after the close of the year 
for which the above report is made. 


TELEGRAPHIC SERVICE, 
Postm aster-G eneral .W anaraaker Makes 
the Governm ent Rates. 
W ashington, October 31st.—Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker to-day made public 
the order fixing the rates for telegraphic 
service for the Government for the present 
year. Day messages not exceeding ten 
body words, to be sent not exceeding 400 
miles, 10 cents, and one-half cent extra for 
each word in excess ot ten. Over 400 and 
less than 1.000 miles, 15 cents for the first 
ten words, and ttnee-anarters of a cent for 
each word in excess. Over 1.000 miles one- 
half a cent a word is added to the 1.000 
mile rate. Night messages, not exceeding 
twenty words, 15 cents all distances, and 
one-half cent extra for each word in excess 
of twenty. 
what president green says. 
N ew Y ork, October 31st.—President Nor- 
vin Green, of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, says the rates fixed by the Post­ 
master-General are below cost, bnt he is 
unprepared to say what action the com­ 
pany will take till after the meeting of the 
Executive Committee next Wednesday.

They "Will Likely he A dm itted to the 
Union To-day. 
W ashington, October 31st.—It is expected 
a proclamation admitting the two Dakotas 
into the Union as States will be issued to­ 
morrow. 
The proclamation admitting 
Montana is delayed by the controversy in 
the Territorial Couits over the connting of 
a portion of the vole. It is said that noth­ 
ing yet has been received at the W hite 
Honse indicating that an election was held 
in Washington, so there is no information 
on which to base a proclamation of State­ 
hood. 
CRUISER CHARLESTON. 
The Last of Commodore Renham ’s R e­ 
port on Her Trial Trij». 
W ashington, October 31et —The last ad­ 
ditional report of Commodore Bcnham’s 


Board on the trial of the Charleston was 
received at the Navy Department late this 
afternoon and will be laid before Secretary 
Tracy to-morrow. Its brevity and con­ 
ciseness in stating that the vessel was com­ 
plete according to contract is well liked by 
naval officers and it is just what was 
needed. 
As soon as Chief Engineer Mellville and 
Chief Constructor W ilson approve the re­ 
port, Secretary Tracy will order the accept­ 
ance of the vessel, but it is generally be­ 
lieved he will impose the penalty for short­ 
ness of horse power, and then recommend 
its reimbursement to Scott by an Act of 
Congress.

CONSUL LEW IS. 
No Decision lias as Yet Been R eached iu 
H is Case. 
W ashington, October 31st.—No decision 
has been leached yet by the Secretary of 
State in the case of Consul Lewis, against 
whom serious charges were made concern­ 
ing his actions while at Tangier, Morocco. 
The Secretary has, however, acquitted 
Lewis of the charge made against him by 
Ramen Azoque, former interpreter at the 
Tangier Consulate, of witholding money 
due the latter for fifteen months' services. 
The records of the Depai traen t show that 
Azoque was paid in lull fur the time he 
contracted to serve and that no formal ar­ 
rangement of which the Department had 
cognizance had been entered into for hia 
services during the period mentioned. 


COMMODORE 1IKOWN. 
W liy He W as Placed in Charge of the 
Paeilic Squadron. 
W ashington, October 31st.—Commodore 
George Brown, who will succeed Admiral 
Kimberly in charge of the I’acific station, 
is from Indiana, and has seen twenty years 
of sea service. He came off his last cruise 
in April, 1881, and was assigned to his 
present berth as Commandant of the Nor­ 
folk Navy Yard in March, 1886. His term 
of duty, four years, would expire in March 
next. Commodore Brown is a Democrat, 
and much complaint has come from peo­ 
ple of Virginia, especially during the pres­ 
ent campaign, because of his refusal to 
replace Democrats with Republicans with 
greater rapidity. He is a very efficient 
officer, and the Administration was loth to 
remove him before the end of his term, hut 
finally found an acceptable berth for him.

G eneral George Crook’s Suggestions Re­ 
garding Enlistm ents. 
W ashington, October 
31st.—General 
Crook, commanding the Division of the 
Missouri, in his annual report, gives prom­ 
inence to the subject of desertions. H e is 
of the opinion that if a soldier could, after 
a reasor.able term, stver connectiou with 
the military service by the payment of the 
amount which the enlistment and service 
cost the Government, it would go far 
towards preventing desertion. He suggests 
the shortening of the term of service. 
The Vesuvius. 
W ashington, October 31st. — President 
Schuyler, of the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun 
Company, had a conference with Secretary 
Tracy to-day over the question of the ac­ 
ceptance of the Vesuvius. The naval au­ 
thorities want to be satisfied before accept­ 
ing the vessel entirely, and that the change 
from 10 to 15-inch guns was not made be­ 
cause the 10-inch guns would not fulfill the 
terms of the contract.

DAVITT THAÍKED LY TIIE COIRT. 


A Nihilistic Editor and Novelist 
Dies in Exile—The African 
Slave, Trade. 
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UNITED STATES AND CANADA. | | 
The Latter W ants to Form a Com m er­ 
cial Union. 
T oronto (Ont.), October 31st — Erastus 
Wyman addressed a public meeting in this 
city this evening under the auspices of the 
Young Liberals’ Association, prominent 
among the gentlemen on the platform be­ 
ing Professor Goldwin Smith. Mr. Wy­ 
man was given a good reception. He con­ 
tended that Canada and the United States 
were naturally united, and that the only 
way to preserve a good feeling between the 
two countries was oy a Commercial Union. 
This, he contended, need not in any way 
áffect the political autonomy of Canada, 
which would rather De enhanced by the 
prosperity that must ensue from free com­ 
mercial intercourse with the United Slules. 
Continuing, Mr. Wyman said that ten to 
one the chances were that a resolution 
would be introduced into Congress at its 
next session inviting Canada to enter into 
a commercial union. He urged that the 
farmers of Canada, and especially Ontario, 
were not prospering, and this was due to 
the congested state of trade caused by the 
iniquitous tariff wall between the two coun­ 
tries, shutting out the farmers from their 
proper markeis. Referring to the results 
of the hosiile tariff between the two coun­ 
tries, he said that it accounted incirectly 
for the presence of armed cruisers in the 
waters of the Pacific 
He concluded by urging the Young Lib­ 
erals to do all in their power to secure the 
utmost freedom of trade between the two 
countries, as Canada had never since pro­ 
fited as she did under the reciprocity treaty 
abrogated in 1854. 
Afier Wyman sat down Mr. Oberly took 
the stand, and inquired who was to blame 
for the abrogation of the old reciprocity 
treaty, and for the presence of armed 
cruisers in Pacific waters, and also what 
reason there was to suppose that Mr. Blaine 
would be favorable to a proposition for a 
commercial treaty, which according to Mr. 
Wyman was likely to retard annexation. 
The meeting was in disorder for some 
time. Finally Mr. Wyman replied to the 
first two questions bv saying they were in 
a great measure to blame, and the third by 
saying that in spite of Mr. Blaine a com­ 
mercial union would come about. 


THANKED DY THE COURT. 
M ichael Davltt t'onrluilos Ilia A ble 
Speech Before the CoininÍ88Íon. 
London, October 31st.—Michael Davitt 
continued his speech to-day. He said that 
Farragher, who had been clerk of the Land 
League, but who turned informer, testified 
for the Times that he had been unaole to 
prove the assertion made by Attorney- 
General Webster that the League advanced 
money for the committal of outrages and 
crimes. Davitt regretted that all the Iaind 
League books had not been found. They 
disappeared during the confusion conse­ 
quent upon the suppression of the League, 
but the National League books, which had 
been produced, revealed nothing unconsti­ 
tutional. He denounced the publication of 
the alleged fac-simile letter by the Times as 
an attempt at moral assassination of the 
political character of a public man, un­ 
paralleled by the action of any political 
party in the history of any country. H9 
ridiculed the idea that the Times was not 
aware of Piggott’s antecedents until he tes­ 
tified before the Commission. 
When Davitt finished Justice Hannen 
complimented him upon the ability dis­ 
played in bis speech, and thanked him for 
ilie assistance he had given the Court. 
Sir Henry James than began his speech 
on behalf of the Times He deniel any in­ 
justice to Ireland existed to justify the 
attitude of the Irish Nationalists.

London, October 31st. — The action 
brought by Mrs John W. Mackuy against 
the Manchester Examiner for libel came up 
in the Court of the Queen’s Bench to-day. 
The libel complained of is the statement 
that the plaintiff "was a poor widow with 
two children; that she was emoloyed as a 
washerwoman by Nevada miners, when 
Mackay fell in lovewi'h and married her.” 
The piaintitl cou'ends that the words of 
the article suggested that she was not a 
lady by birth or education; that she wasnot 
accustomed to associating with persons of 
good position. 
The defendants admitted the first innuen- 
doand deny thesecond. Thedefendents had 
paid £10 into Court. The question before 
the Court to-day was whether the payment 
applied to the whole libel or to the innuendo 
admitted.

SOLDIERS AND “ LOAFERS.” 


Some worthy citizens, whose understand­ 
ing 
of 
English 
phrasing is limited, 
Lave misconceived the tenor of an edi­ 
torial note in the Kecobd-Union, in 
which the regular soldiery of Germany 
were denominated “ loafers.” Of course 
whoever read the note understood that the 
perjonalitv of the German soldier was not 
referred to, since he is not a soldier from 
choice, but compulsion; nor could any one 
understand us to mean “ loafer” in the 
sen.-e of the term as applied to the de­ 
graded. 
These mistaken citizens seem to 
be very angry with the R e c o r d U n io n 
ior its expression, yet it is a remarkable 
feet that great numbers of our best Ger­ 
man citizens, and who constitute much of 
.ne bone and sinew of the United States, 
left Germany to avoid the very service 
that these protestants now laud. We are 
told that the soldier of the United States, 
who works for $12 a month, is an ignoble 
fellow, a mere hireling, compared with the 
German subject who leaves father, mother 
and home to serve his country. 
Are not 
our narrow 
critics, 
who 
are 
unjusti­ 
fiably 
indignant, disingenuous? 
They 
know that with the soldier of the republic 
it is volunteer service, while in the vast 
majority of instances in Germany the 
service of the soldier is a matter of com­ 
pulsion. W hat we meant by the expres­ 
sion that is objected to is clear enough to 
those who wish to understand. We meant 
then, and we repeat it now, that the sol­ 
dier is compelled to be a non-producer; 
that peace in Europe is an armed peace; 
that Europe is to-day in arms to main­ 
tain peace through fear; that nine millions 
of the picked men of Europe are to-day, 
dv compulsion, under arms against each 
other ; that these nine millions of men are 
withdrawn most 
unwillingly from the 
ranks of labor, and that the unpicked men 
who remain are taxed in their labor to 
maintain them in what we choose to term 
idleness or loafing, but not loafing in the 
sense of chosen degradation and ignominy. 
Are our friends the German citizens of 
America solicitous to return to the condi­ 
tion of the “subject,” and relinquish the 
blessings of a peace that is not maintained 
by force of arms, for the peace that hangs 
upon the mere question of the preponder­ 
ating strength of armies, in this, that or 
the other nation ? We take it that they 
will Dot return an affirmative answer. We 
mean to say, and we have not the slightest 
hesitation in repeating the statement, that 
every man who does not produce some­ 
thing, contribute something to the indus­ 
trial worth and product of the country he 
inhabits, who is not engaged in some 
peaceful vocation, is a drone in society, 
and to that extent “¡oafs.” 
The soldier of 
the United States !s not the soldier of a 
standing army to preserve the peace as 
against jealous nations. 
He is hired to 
care for the arms of the nation, to guard 
its borders against the savage, to garrison 
our forts and arsenals and to render serv­ 
ice against the lawless in time of emer­ 
gency. There is no man so silly, we hope, 
in the blaze of the enlightenment of the age, 
as to compare the 25,000 volunteers of the 
army of the republic with the 9,000,000 
men under arms in Europe by compulsion, 
for 
the 
sole 
purpose 
of 
cowing 
neighbors. 
Our protestants are right 
when they say that the German army 
is composed of the sinew and marrow of 
that nation. 
Alas, that it is trne. These 
men, whose number the present Emperor 
would augment by new levies, are with­ 
drawn from the industrial energy and pro­ 
ductive capacity of Germany, and there is 
not one of the protestants who assume in­ 
dignation because of our expression, who 
does not know that thus is true. 
But why 
debate so simple a proposition? If these sen­ 
sitive men protesting do not know, the rest 
of the world does, that the very reason why 
the Republic is preferable to the Monarchy 
is that an armed peace is not preserved in 
tbe former. For that very reason some 
millions of Germans and other foreigners 
are with ns to-daj, that they may enjoy 
the blessed assurance that their eldest or 
best sons will not lie toVn from the home 
to serve a Government and contribute 
nothiug to the wealth of the nation. The 
soldiers of Germany are paid out of the 
revenues of the Empire, and the labor of 
■Germany is taxed directly and indirectly 
to support in idleness—so lar as industrial 
production 
is concerned—hundreds of 
thousands of armed men, for whom there 
is 110 . .itier use uuder the heavens than to 
cow a n d overawe and keep at arm s length 
rival nations. 
Here we have sixty-five 
millious of people iu America, and of 
the-e we withdraw but twenty-five thou­ 
sand from industrial pursuits—that is, we 
perm it one in every two 
hundred to 
loaf 
upon the 
others, 
and

when the highest statesmanship will be 
recognized as that which calls for the 
least number of this idle class. Now, in 
Germany, there are 45,000,000 of people 
and 500,000 soldiers, so that Germany com­ 
pels every group of ninety people to yield 
one of their number to “ loaf” at the ex­ 
pense of the remainder. Is there any mis­ 
taking that proposition ? In the Empire 
of Germany every subject, with but few 
exceptions, is enrolled as a soldier on com­ 
pleting his twentieth year. 
Every Ger­ 
man capable of bearing arms, with but few 
exceptions, must serve for three years in 
the standing army, for four years in the 
reserve, and for five years in the landwehr, 
and no substitution is permitted, and re­ 
cently the term of service in the landwehr 
has been extended. 
It is against this 
enormous disproportion 
between those 
trained in the arts of peace and the 
art of killing human beings, that civil­ 
ization is to-day protesting, and more and 
more emphatically declaring 
that the 
statesmanship of the future must gain its 
brightest laurels in the achievement of 
ends that will reduce the necessity to the 
lowest possible minimum, that withdraws 
from industry groups of men to live upon 
the earnings of those who do not loaf in 
uniform. 


T im e s are lively indeed in San Fran­ 
cisco when the chief events of the day are 
those that involve man-hunting with guns 
upon the public highway, and in the light 
of high noon. 
A gang of Chinese opened 
fire in that city yesterday, upon one of 
their own, and chased him through the 
streets, adding momentum to his speed by 
a shower of bullets from ready revolvers. 
The question arises whether the Chinese 
are bound to respect the laws of a place or 
not ? 
The offense for which the pursued 
in this case was hunted at the muzzle of 
the pistol, was testifying against a mur­ 
derer. 
It is a grave matter, and the un­ 
lucky Chinaman who is witness to a 
tragedy hereafter in this country will 
think twice before he responds to the sub- 
pena of our Courts. Perhaps some sort of 
a treaty might be arrived at, on consulta­ 
tion with the highbinder lodges, by which 
witnesses for the State shall hereafter be 
subjected to examination by the brown 
hoodlums, and then be used by the State 
if the highbinders consent. 
This might 
insure the stoppage of the practice of pop­ 
ping away at witnesses in the public streets 
of the metropolis. 


Now t h a t Oroville has been agreed 
upon for the Northern and Central Cali­ 
fornia Citrus Fair and the date—January 
7th—fixed, there should be cordial union 
of effort by all sections to make it the 
most pronounced of successes among citrus 
fairs. Since the first fair was held we 
have learned a great deal about the culti­ 
vation of citrus fruits, and the capacity of 
the soil of the central and northern foot­ 
hill and valley counties for such produc­ 
tion, and in the coming fair there should 
be exemplified and expressed the results 
of the last six years of experience. The 
people of the northern and central sec­ 
tions should therefore put forth every en­ 
ergy to make the Oroville fair of the 
highest value to the whole State, and the 
means of stimulating larger investment in 
the raising of semi-tropical products. 
We 
are convinced that in this matter we are 
as yet but upon the threshold of our pos­ 
sibilities. 


T h e decision of the Superior Court of 
San Francisco that anyone who hites an­ 
other to commit murder is an offender 
under the law, although the agent never 
had any intention of carrying out the 
scheme, would appear to be sound. So far 
as the procurer of an assassin is concerned 
it makes no difference whatever that he 
was being deceived by the party he be­ 
lieved had consented to be a hireling, for 
the express purpose of exposing his plot 
to kill. 
Murder was in the heart of the 
master as fully as if the agent had been 
sincere and intended to consummate the 
deed. 


Mu. B l a i n e could not do otherwise 
than disavow on behalf of the Govern­ 
ment any expression in Mr. Mizner’s Costa 
Rica speech that offended Mexico. 
It is 
unfortunate that Minister Mizner deemed 
it essential in an introductory address to 
refer at all to the political relations of 
Costa Rica, but that he did so without in­ 
tent of offending any nation is certain. 
We still think that Mexico was unduly 
sensitive concerning the reference in the 
speech to the Guatemalan border. 


I t appears that at the Medicine Bow pre­ 
cinct in Montana not only was intimida­ 
tion practiced by the opposition, but that 
the Judges of Election excluded their 
clerks from the room when the count 
of the ballots took place, and also shut out 
the public from its right to have delega­ 
tions of citizens present to watch the count.

Bow election officials are entitled to the 
palm.

FIELD’S AVENGER. 


A tto rn ey -G en era l J o h n so n 's M otion 
to 
A d v a n ce th e N e a g le C ase. 
Deputy Attorney-General Johnson yes­ 
terday received from his father, Attorney- 
General G. A. Johnson, copies of the two 
motions made last Monday in the United 
8tates Supreme Court, to advance on the 
docket the railroad tax case aud the cele­ 
brated Neagle case. The motion to ad­ 
vance the former was granted, but the time 
for beating in batik was not definitely 
settled upon. 
It is not known wbat action the Court 
took on the motion to advance the Neagle 
case. General Johnson's motion was as 
follows; 
In the Suprem e C oart of th e U nited States. 
Thom as C unningham , Sheriff of the county of 
San Joaquin, Cal., appellant, vs. D avid Neagle 
- A ppealed irom the decision of the Circuit 
Court o f th e U nited States for the N inth Cir­ 
cuit, N orthern D istrict of California. 
Now comes the appellant and m oves th e Court 
here to advance the said cause upon the docket 
of th e Court, an d to set th e sam e for hearing on 
the ISth day o f Decem ber. 1889. 
Showing cause for said 
m otion appellant 
states: The really m aterial facts w hich are 
brought inio view by this m otion are few and 
uot com plicated, although th e record now being 
printed is lengthy, and contains a large am ount 
of m atter not affettiDg th is m otion, or the 
grounds upon w hich it is based. 
A fter reciting th e essential facts of the k ill­ 
ing, and proceedings held in the Circuit Court, 
the foregoing sta em ent discloses w ith substan­ 
tial fullness and accuracy the character of the 
ca«e brought here by said appeal. And ou these 
facts in support o f the m otiou to advance, the 
appellant a-signs th e following: 
h irst—T hat th e question of jurisdiction of said 
Circuit Court, w hich is presented by the appeal, 
is one involving a conflict betw een th e powers 
and jurisdiction oi the Circuit Court of th e 
United Slates for th e N inth Circuit, N orthern 
D istrict of California, and the Courts of the 
State of California, in a m atter of the very high­ 
est concern, aud affectiug the sovereignty of th e 
two Governm ents, and the jurisdiction of their 
respective Courts in relation to ihe protection of 
the life and liberty of the citizens thereof, and 
is a m atter w hich has not been explicitly passed 
upon by this Court. 
Second—T hat th e said action of the Circuit 
Court of th e U nited States has had the efl'ect of 
arresting, and fur th e tim e being at least, put­ 
ting an end to tb e said prosecution, under the 
laws of th e State of California, for the SHid hom ­ 
icide, adm itted to have occurred w ithin the 
body an d jurisdiction of th e State of California, 
and aw ay from the presence ox any Court, aud 
alleged to have involved th e crim e of m urder; 
and the State of California, as well as all other 
States in ih e Union, aud the people thereof, as 
it is confidently believed desire th a t such m at­ 
ter o f conflict of jurisdiction should be speedily 
and finally ended by the judgm ent ot this, the 
highest C om t of th e lan d and the people. 
D uring the progress oi th e case the Circuit 
Judge, Sawyer, stated th at the question in ­ 
volved was a m ost im portant question, and 
ought to be definitely settled oy the Suprem e 
Court of the U nited States, on tbe appeal, taking 
by one party or the o th er of said pending case. 
Associated with Attorney-General John 
sou in the railioad case are Samuel Shella- 
barger and J. W. Wilson, of Washington. 
In the Neagle case the two Washington at­ 
torneys are also engaged with Zach. Mont­ 
gomery on behalf of the appellant.

HIDZ-HTJIÍTEBS FINDING THE IB ILLE­ 


GAL TBAFFIC BALKED.

T he recent institution of suits in this 
onnty, and also in Napa and Sonoma 
counties, against persons engaged in the 
deer-hide traffic, is having good effect. All 
over the State the attention of prosecuting 
officers and sportsmen is being called to 
the subject, and communications are pour­ 
ing in upon the officers of the Fish and 
Game Commission, giving information re­ 
garding the operations of the vandals who 
are violating the law. Yesterday the fol­ 
lowing letter was received from a prom i­ 
nent citizen of Red B lu ff: 
R ed B lu ff, O ctober 29,1889. 
Officer Hail. Coffey—D e a r S ir : I am pleased 
to see th a t steps are being tak en to pu t a stop to 
th e sham eful an d indiscrim inate slaughter of 
deer for th eir 6kins, and I w ould like to have 
th e attention o f th e proper authorities called to 
the vast num bers th a t are being killed in T rin­ 
ity, T eham a, H um boldt an d adjoining counties 
every year for th e ir skins alone. 
You would be 
surprised to know how m any skins are shipped 
from R ed Bluff alone, w hich fact can easily be 
ascertained. 
Most of these, how ever, come 
from H ay Fork, in T rinity county. There is one 
firm th ere th a t h an d les m ost of them , w hich 
consist of all k in d i, and by far the larger part 
o f them are killed in the w inter and out of 
season, as any experienced person can tell' at a 
glance. 
This business is done by a w orthless set of 
vagabonds, w ho are too lazy to m ake a living 
an y o th er way. My buslnets calls m e often to 
th e above-nam ed connties, so 'h a t 1 have abun­ 
d a n t opportunities to know . I t is surprising to 
see how fast the deer are being killed off. I t is 
also surprising how rapidly they increase w here 
they have th e least protection. 
Any inform ation or assistance I can furnish 
you in th is m atter w ill be cheerfully given. 
R espectfully yours,

The num ber o f deer hides shipped last 
year out of the counties named numbered 
m any thousand, and 
at 
the rate the 
slaughter is going on a deer will soon be 
sufficient of a curiosity in this State to en­ 
title it to a position in the collection of a 
dime museum . 


HIDES REFUSED SHIPMENT. 
Two days ago a Deputy Fish and Game 
Commissioner at Yreka sent word to Pres­ 
ident Routier that a consignment of 1,000 
skins had been received at that point, and 
that the agent of the railroad company re­ 
fused to receive them for shipm ent 
Com­ 
m issioner Rontier left for Yreka on W ednes­ 
day night to inquire into the matter, and if 
any contraband hides were found in the 
lot (not bearing evidence of sex) the person 
owning them will be hunted up and pros­ 
ecuted. 
The deer season closed yesterday, and of 
course ali persons engaged in the traffic 
in deer skins have been anxious to get the 
latter to m arket before the close season 
commences. Still, all they have not m an­ 
aged to work off their hands will be hid 
away until the opening of the next season, 
to which will be added all those secured 
from deer killed in the meantime. 
STILL SLAUGHTERED BY INDIANS. 
A gentleman recently down from El 
Dorado c o u n ty stated to a R e c o rd -U n io n 
reporter that several hundred Indians are 
now in the m ountains in the eastern por­ 
tion of that county slaughtering the deer 
right and left. The redskins are Piutes, 
irom over aDout Carson, and they are em­ 
ployed by professional skin-hunters. In ­ 
dians are regarded as privileged persons, 
and allowed to kill deer for their own sub­ 
sistence at all times. If they did no worse 
than that, little harm would result, but 
they do not h unt for meat, their ODly pur­ 
pose being to get hides for their vagabond 
employers, leaving the carcasses of does 
and bucks alike to rot on the sides of the 
m ountains. 
It is well that the officers of the Fish 
Commission have taken active steps in this 
m atter. The only trouble is that most of 
the money appropriated for its use by the 
Legislature can only be used in advancing 
the fish interests of the State. The Board 
has no funds at its disposal with which to 
pursue and prosecute violators ol the game 
laws, or at least to a very lim ited extent. 
Hence it is the 
DUTY OF SPORTSMEN'S CLUBS 
And 
so-called Game 
Protective 
Clubs 
throughout the State to lake hold and 
assist the men who are working lor the in­ 
terests of their members. There is more 
than one club in this city whose “articles 
of faith” declare that the first object of the 
organization 
is the protection and pre­ 
servation of the wild game of the State. If 
these clubs are in earnest in their profes­ 
sions, and have higher aim s in view than 
S 
igeon-shooting, the opportunity todo good 
as arrived. They can aid the Commis­ 
sion m aterially by taking an active inter­ 
est in the work it has inaugurated and sup­ 
plying at least a portion of the funds re­ 
quired to prosecute cases wherein the law 
has been violated. 
No doubt the next Legislature will be 
made to see the necessity of appointing 
Game W ardens in various parts of the 
State, whose duty it shall be to look after 
all such creatures as the hide-huuters and 
quail-trappers. 
NO FLIES ON THAT CLCB. 
Commissioner Routier has received a let­ 
ter from the Sisson Gan Club, requesting 
to be informed w hat remedy there exists 
in the law preventing Indians from slaugh­ 
tering deer indiscrim inately, as the club 
states the redskins have been doing at Big 
Bend. 
The club asked that one of their 
members be appointed a deputy to attend 
to the Indians. In compliance w ith the 
club's reqnest, the Fish Commissioners 
have appointed J. F. H ensley,of E lk Lawn, 
a Deputy Commissioner. 


T h e C o u n try 's F is h e s. 
The State Board of Fish Commissioners 
have received fonr volumes of the annual 
report of Spencer F. Baird, Commissioner 
of Fish and Fisheries of the ÜDited States. 
One volume treats of the fishiDg industries 
of the U nited States, by George Brown 
Goode, Assistant Secretary of the Sm ith­ 
sonian Institution, and a staff of associates. 
The work was prepared through the co-op- 
peration of the Commission of Fisheries 
and the Superintendent of the Tenth Census. 
Two of the volumes are devoted to the his­ 
tory and methods of the fisheries, with an 
atlas of 255 plates. The “Fish Grounds 
of North Am erica,” with 40 charts, and 
edited by Richard R athburn. constitutes 
the fourth volum e. 
The California Com 
m issiouers consider the report a valuable 
work.

POLITICAL PROSPECTS. 


S en ator J o n e s T a lk s A b o u t D em ocrat!# 
C a n d id a tes for G overnor. 
Senator A lbert F. Jones, who was spokes­ 
m an for the Oroville delegation at Sacra­ 
m ento on the citius fair location, and who 
is very prom inent as a Democratic nom i­ 
nee for Governor, was m et by a R eco b d - 
U n io n reporter, and, being questioned on 
State politics, said : 
“ Like all Democrats, my faith is as 
strong in defeat as in victory. I think the 
elem ents at work now strongly indicate a 
united Democratic phalanx next year to 
meet a divided Republican and American 
party. 
However, the Republican party 
will, from present indications, want Sena­ 
tor Stanford to succeed himself. 
This 
means a hard fight for the Legislature, and 
consequently a hard fight for the State 
ticket. 
“ Is it a fact that you are to be the Demo­ 
cratic nominee for Governor ?” 
“ T hat is a m atter too far off for present 
consideration. Candidly speaking, I should 
like to be Governor. I think it an hon­ 
orable am bition, but the party has abund­ 
ance of timber. My candidacy is prospective 
only, and depends on future developments. 
Politics with me is a recreation, not a busi­ 
ness. 
If the Democracy deaires a young 
m an—a native Californian, as has been 
stated—there is Senator W hite of Los A n­ 
geles, who combines these things with 
greater political reputation than I. I am 
well satisfied with my position as Senator, 
and it enables me to do lots of good for 
Butte county.” 
“ But it is said that W hite will not run.” 
“ So Steve fold me, and I think he is in 
earnest; but we may m ake him reconsider. 
He says it will be too much of a sacrifice to 
his business and other family m atiers.” 
“If W hile is not a candidate, will you be 
o n e ?” 
“Possibly—probably so, if my friends 
(pardon the chestnut) think best.” 
“ W ould the Native Sons of the Golden 
W est support you ? ” 
"No. The Native Sons of the Golden 
West will not make a pet of any candidate; 
they are divided polilically, anyway. I am 
a Past Grand President of that Order; 
helped to build it up, and have helped to 
kill off politicians who have tried to use it 
for political purposes. As native Califor­ 
nians, the boys have a kindly feeling to­ 
wards, and try to help each other. They 
will resent an attem pt to use them politi­ 
cally, however much they appreciate com­ 
plim ents and honors extended to their 
num bers.” 
“W ho are the other Democrats prom i­ 
nently nam ed?” 
“Senator Boggs, Senator Cox, Mayor 
Pond, J. R. Glascock, Barney M urpby, 
Senator Langford and several others.” 
“It is rumored that Chris. Buckley favors 
your nom ination.” 
“I cannot say as to that, but think not. 
Mr. Buckley does not like opposition, and 
I have rubbed against him pretty hard at 
times—in the Glenn county bill and other 
m atters. However, the San Francisco del­ 
egation always helped m y Norm al School 
bills. Bnckley said to several Senators in 
Sacramento that he was satisfied that the 
managem ent of the party m ust change, and 
the younger elem ent take charge, as the 
people were becoming tired of the old re­ 
gime, and that he would not have anything 
to do with State politics next year. I think 
he was sensible, and m eant what he said.” 
“ Then you will probably be in the 
field?” 
“ My position is jn st this : I am am bi­ 
tions by nature, but I don’t believe in forc­ 
ing myself on the party. I have lots of 
friends—good friends. They have built me 
up so far—both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats—and large business interests, which 
are more im portant to me than politics; I 
am regarded as rather too liberal towards 
those who differ with me politically ; but if 
these things are not to be sacrificed, and 
others more worthy than I are not in the 
way, well and good.” 
“ It is said that Senator Hearst and the 
Examiner will support you, on account of 
the service you rendered him two years 
ago, when W hite opposed him .” 
" Nonsense. I only did w hat m y con­ 
stituency desired in that m atter. H earst is 
under no obligations to me on that account. 
Of coarse it was rather hard for me to leave 
home under snch circumstances, but the 
m atter was urgent, and m y presence at the 
caucus a duty which any member of the 
Legislature should have obeyed. Senator 
W hite never opposed him except in the in ­ 
terest of a Los Angeles m an, and that cnts 
no figure in the m atter.”

The Ladies’ Mnsenm Association m et 
yesterday at Pioneer H all, Vice-President 
Mrs. C. E. O ransky presiding, Mrs. Mayor 
Gregory being absent from the city.

A n In te r v iew W ith -a L a rg e D e a le r in 
N ew Y ork C ity. 
New Y ork, October 31st—Mr. Day, of 
Scobei & Day, agents here of the California 
F ruit Union, was interviewed by a reporter 
of the Commercial Advertiser concerning 
the m arketing of California fruits. Mr. 
Day says it will be difficult for Californians 
to establish direct com m unication with the 
retail trade, because the retailers desire to 
see the fruit before purchasing. H e argued 
in favor of the suction system at length, 
and then says: “ The receipts this year are 
greater than ever before—three times as 
large, in fact—yet there is no doubt but 
th at the rates of freight are too high. The 
redaction would surely be made up by the 
increase in the business. Prices ore uni­ 
formly satisfactory to the shippers who 
consign their «tuff in suitable condition. 
The scale of prices talked about by the ad­ 
vocates who talked of a scheme of 1 cent 
per pound for grapes cannot be realized. 
The fruit for shipm ent m ust be a selected 
product. Forty pounds of choice Tokay 
grapes say cost, f. o. b. cars at occidental 
stations, $1 25. There you have 3 cents a 
pouml to begin with. 
A carload of 20,000 
from Sacramento to New York costs, in 
fast freight, $5 20, and $3 80 by slower 
freight train. This adds from 1 to 2 cents 
per pound more to the cost. The scheme 
of a traveling car for people originated at 
Los Angeles, and may effect something for 
the raisin trade of Southern California and 
for sim ilar productions, but it is not suit­ 
able for the perishable wares, which at 
present largely exceed them in quantity 
and value ”

H o w A lfre d P o s t C lean ed U p A lm o st a 
M illion D o lla rs in C hicago- 
Chicago, October 31st — The Journal 
makes sensational disclosures iu regard to 
the frauds of the notorious Alfred Post, in 
the m anipulation of his “ Western Freight 
Claim Bureau.” “ It was the most gigantic 
confidence game ever practiced in Chicago,” 
says a well-known attorney who figures in 
the case. 
“ A great m any of Alfred Post’s 
operations have never seen the light, sim ­ 
ply because well-known citizens have been 
content, to suffer the loss of their cash 
rather than have their names dragged be­ 
fore the public in connection w ith this 
shady piece of business. 
“ The aggregate investments of these 
gentlemen in Mr. Post's bureau come w ith­ 
in a few thousand dollars of a million. 
Post took au office in the Home Insurance 
Building, under the name of the Western 
Freight Claim Burean, which he advertised 
to be possessed of facilities for collecting 
claims from railroad and steamboat com­ 
panies for lost goods, and rebates on dam ­ 
aged freight, etc. 
He got his dupes to 
m ake small inves'm ents at first. Suppose 
a man paid in $5,000, within a few m onths 
he got back $0,000.

* suckers ’ the round sum of a m illion dol­ 
lars.

W hen the Court resumed its session the 
jury was excluded while the m atter of 
striking out McGarrv’s evidence was dis­ 
cussed. The Court "finally decided to ex­ 
clude all of the talk in regard to the former 
attack on Cronin. This was not satis­ 
factory to the defense, but after some talk 
the trial was resumed. 
Johu W. Sampson testified that about 
two years ago Coughlin tried to hire him to 
“ slo g ” Dr. Cronin. 
On cross-examina­ 
tion 8ampson admitted Coughlin had ar­ 
rested him three or four times, once for 
robbery; that he had been convicted of 
passing counterfeit money, and that he was 
a gambler by profession. 
Joseph C." O’Keefe, Cronin’s tailor, said 
he attended the meeting of Camp 20 in 
September, 1888, and after it had a conver­ 
sation with Beggs about Cronin and Alex­ 
ander Sullivan. 
Beggs had displayed an 
aversion to Cronin, and said the latter was 
not a proper man to put on the Trial Com­ 
mittee to try Alexander Sullivan. H e ob­ 
jected to Cronin particularly because the 
doctor was an enemy of Sullivan’s. 
Edward 
Thockmorton, Ron Goldman 
and Jam es M. M arshall, connected with 
a real estate office, testified regarding the 
renting of the fiat at 117 Clark street to 
“ J. B. Simonds.” 
The Court then adjourned till to-morrow. 
An afternoon paper says that soon after 
the disappearance of Dr. Cronin the State 
put spies upon Camp 20, and that a man 
was conci aled in the hall during some of 
its meetings and took notes of its proceed­ 
ings.

Gillette the woman in question kept fur­ 
nished lodging* on North Clark street in 
Chicago. 
, 
Burke m entioned as associates w ith him ­ 
self Coughlin, Cooney and O'Sullivan. The 
intention was to sink the body in the lake, 
but a confederóte who was too meet them 
with a boat failed to keep his appoint­ 
ment. 
Gillette says Burke went twice to a law­ 
yer's office on Dearbron street, Chicago, and 
got money for doing the job. 
Cronin’s 
clothes were brought to W innipeg and 
hidden there. 
Gillette told Baker how Burke told him 
in detail of the murder, how Cronin was 
clubbed as he stepped inside the eottaee 
door, and how they took the body to the 
lake, and not finding the boat there, threw 
it in. 
Fearing, however, it would wash up 
on the beach, it was taken back, placed in 
the trunk and afterwards put in the catch- 
basin. 
Gillette's story is very circumstantial. 
Baker is inclined to believe it is straight, 
in spite of the apparent improbability of 
Burke having confessed.

T h e A m erica n C on gress P a y s a Y isit to 
th e T om b o f L in coln . 
Spkingfield (111.), 
October 31st.—The 
all American visitors arrived this morning, 
but the disagreeable rainy weather pre­ 
cluded any sight-seeing about town. This 
afternoon they were driven to Lincoln's 
tomb, where a large crowd gathered. Sen­ 
ator Culloin introduced ex-Governor Og­ 
lesby, who made some telling remarks, ad­ 
vocating a change of route of American 
sight seers from Europe to South America 
and Mexico, and of the necessity of the es­ 
tablishm ent of a universal American broth­ 
erhood commercially, socially, morally and 
politically. 
Governor 
Oglesby 
paid 
a 
touching tribute to the m artyr President. 
General Bolet Peraza said his voice was 
but the echo of the sentim ent of the people 
of his country, aud that fifteen free Am eri­ 
can nations were present to-day to pay 
their respects and render homage to the 
memory of a man respected and beloved by 
all while alive. 
The tomb only contained 
the ashes of the great man, but his real sar­ 
cophagus was in the heart of every living 
American, both North and South. 
Senor Alfonzo, of Chile, in a brief speech 
said his presence was the result of a vow 
which he made years ago to visit the tomb 
of the man who was beloved throughout 
three Americas. 
Afier the speaking was concluded the 
visitors went to a room where relics are 
kept, and each signed his name in the reg­ 
ister. 
From the tomb they were driven to 
Lincoln’s old home, and thence returned 
to the hotel. 
Afier dinner speeches were made by Sen­ 
ator Cullom, fcenor 
Velarde, 
Governor 
Fifer, Delegate Henderson, Judge Gresham 
and Congressman Springer. 
A reception was held at the State House 
this evening, after which the tourists left 
for Ipdianapolis. 


UNCLE SAM ’S W A R D S. 


If* I t R ig h t to P la c e T h em on R e se r r a ­ 
tio n s and T h en Starve T h em ? 
Chkyennb (Wyo.), October 31st.—Two 
thousand Indians occupying the W ind 
River Reservation, jnst south of the Y el­ 
lowstone National Park, in this Territory, 
are actually in want and many will die of 
starvation oefore spring. Their beef ration 
is but three-fourths of a pound per capita, 
ss against a pound aud a half issued to each 
Sioux. 
Then these Indians receive their meat on 
the hoot in the fall, subject to shrinkage, 
which is often 50 per cent. 
Again, the tribes on this reservation a 
year ago agreed to waive the sogar aud 
coffee rations if the issue of beef and flour 
was increased, but only a portion of the 
deal was consummated.

They have agricultural 
implements and horses, and m any would 
farm, but they cannot run irrigation ditches 
and have no money to buy seed. 
Thts year a num ber cultivated small 
tracts, hut the defective ditches and early 
frosts caused a loss of their little crops. 
Even now the Indians are reduced to des­ 
perate straits. The game has left the coun­ 
try and they eat diseased carcases of do­ 
mestic animals. 
Bat for Chief W ashake, 
of I he Shoshones, raids upon range cattle 
would he frequent. Governor W arren ver­ 
ified these facts by a visit lo the agency, 
and will place them before the Interior 
Department in his supplemental report.
